It is estimated that the cost of sheathing 
and coppering the six large ships will be 
$1,000,000, and as the department has mani- 
fested its favor of the board’s plan for build- 
ing unsheathed war vessels it is possible. 
Congress will see its way to cutting down 
the available appropriation to that extent 
Otherwise the sum will be expended on ad- 
ditional equipments of the six ships. 

Real Admiral Hichborn, Chief Constructor, 
the sole advocate on the board of sheathing, 
is busy with his reply to the objections of 
the board and will submit it in the shape of a 
voluminous report during the coming week. 
He will go into the subject fully and will for- 
tify his arguments with some statistics from 
the official records in regard to the cost of 
docking ships now in the service.

It was while he was Secretary of the Navy 
that the title of Ancient Mariner of the 
Wabash "’ was bestowed upon him. He is 
also known as The Old Man Eloquent. 

During his administration of the navy (in 
1879) he turned back into the National Treas- 

ury $1,500,000 he had saved out of the appro- 
Priations for his department. 
Colonel Thompson did not serve out his full 
four years as Secretary of the Navy, but re- 
tired early in 1881 to become chairman of the 
American committee of the Panama C 


Treasured Poem by Adama. 

Though the Thompson e is filled with 
costly presents and relics from all of the 
Presidents with whom he was in touch, 
and there are many tokens from men who 
have become famous in other lines, possibly 
the one most treasured is a book containing 
a poem written for Mr. Thompson s daugh- 
ter by John Quincy Adams. It was while 
the two were serving in Congress the little 
girl went to her father one day. Adams 
saw her, took her on his knee, and in her 
little album, in off-hand manner and with 
little effort, wrote the following lines: 


‘TO MISS MARY GARDINER THOMPSON. 


O; had I, little maiden, but the power 
On this page thy destiny to write 


To fill thy future days with keen delight. 
Spring, summer, autumn, winter, each in turn 
To thee the tribute of his joys would bring; 
For thee stern winter’s social fires would burn, 
For thee resound’ the minstrelsy of spring.

little and said in a faint voice: ‘ This is the 
last of earth.’

Coming to the present generation from 
such a remote period in history and having 
made for himself a career full of honor, few 
men could have been more an object of ven- 
‘eration and interest. Gifted with oratorical 
powers of rare quality, he charmed by his 
eloquence the National Congress, held, as if 
by a magnetic charm, throngs of people in 
conventions and on the hustings, swayed 
juries and courts by his masterly presenta- 
tions until the name Old Man Eloquent "’ 
was fastened upon him. For forty years and 
more a State convention in Indiana without 
Colonel Thompson as the principal orator 
was Hamlet without the Prince. Speak- 
ing on this line he said: — 

In 1848 I was invited to make an address 
for Zachary Taylor in Baltimore. I agreed 
to do so and the meeting was in Monument 
square, where thousands assembled. Some 
one said I could not be heard by the vast 
multitude, but I knew better. Before I had

After the 
speech was over there was no one who had 
not heard it.“

Spoke from His Heart. 
Of his talent as an orator Colonel Thomp- 
son said: 

“Except my set speeches or arguments I 
never made any preparation. The first ad- 
dress in public I ever made was at Bedford, 
Ind., the Fourth of July, 1831. I carefully 
wrote out the speech and memorized it, but 
when I stood up to speak I could not recall 
a word of what I had written. After floun- 
dering along trying to recall it I ‘ cut loose’ 
on any line that came to my mind and every 
one said I made a good speech. My idea of 
an orator is that he must not smell of the 
lamp. True oratory must come from the 
heart and be the reflex of the sentiment of 
those to whom you are speaking. 

_“ The first President I ever saw was James 
Madison. He lived in eastern ‘Virginia and 
was going to Charlottesville to see Thomas 
Jefferson. Culpeper was the principal town 
en route and he remained there several hours 
while his horses rested and he got his dinner. 
He was slender, though not what would be 
considered tall. His face wore a placid ex- 
pression and he seemed a quiet man, The

He liked the Uuties of a soldier, and the 
campaign slogan of Old Rough and Ready 
describes him fully. Mr. Fillmore, who suc- 
ceeded to the Presidency upon the death of 
Taylor, was a popular man and possessed 
considerable ability. He was a fine looking 
man and his receptions at the White House 
were always occasions of much pleasure. 

Harrison a Great Man. | 
General Harrison was a great reader of 
history and was more cultivated than is gen- 
erally supposed. The Democrats feared him, 
and in 1840 tried every way to defeat him. 
One story they set out was that he favored 
the selling of ‘poor whites’ for debt. This 
was infamously untrue and made him indig- 
nant. His triumphant election was the an- 
swer to this campaign lie that the Demo- 
crats never forgot. General Harrison was a 
tall man and much better looking than the 
pictures of him indicate. His voice was soft 
and his manners quite engaging.” | 
Although Colonel Thompson had always 
made large fees as a lawyer he was not a 
mise1, nor was he reckless in his expendi- 
tures, but he had little of acquisitiveness. 
He always had a comfortable home, but was 
never considered wealthy. In his old age 
he had a competency and he lived free from 
any want that money could assuage. His 
last days were passed in reading and literary 
work. He had been a prolific writer, and be- 
sides numerous essays and works on public 
questions, such as the tariff, finance, and the 
rest, he published a work entitled Papacy 
and the Civil Power,“ directed against the 
encroachments of the Catholics upon public 
affairs in this country. This was issued in 
1877, about the time he became Secretary of 
the Navy.

About two years ago the present Lady 
Tichborne, who is a cleyér and singularly 
wide-awake woman of the world, took d- 
vantage of her husband's absence on a hunt- 
ing expedition in Africa to make a trip to 
Australia, where she thoroughly investi- 
gated the Cresswéll myth, visiting the old 
lunatic at the asylum, a circumstanve 
which naturally served to give color to the 
statement that there was really some truth 
in his story. The real fact of the matter has 
long since been shown to be that Cresewell 
is only one of those numerous bush lunatics 
whose form of insanity ts the adoption of the 
title and role of Sir Roger Tichborne, who 
vanished while on his way from Valparaiso 
to Melbourne more than forty years ago. 

The coming of age of Lord Haddo, eldest 
son and heir of Lord and Lady Aberdeen; 
which has just been celebrated in Scot- 
land, serves to recall another disappear- 
ance as romantic as that of Sir Roger Tich- 
borne. The elder brother of the present Lord 
Aberdeen, while still Lord Haddo, quar- 
reled with his father, left England, and 
sailed for Newfoundland on board a sail- 
ing ship. He then went on to Boston, as- 
sumed.the name of George H. Osborne, 
Studied navigation at the Boston Nautical 
College, passed his examination before the 
Shipmasters’ assotiation at New York, and, 
after drawing a couple.of checks of 
sach on his London bankers, severed all 
further cofinection with the old country. 
Visiting Texas and Mexico he attempted 
to settle down on land at Pensacola, in 
Florida, where he worked for a time as 
clerk in a pitch pine lumber establishm 
but eventually took to sea again and serv 
as mate of & vessel named the Zeyla and 
as master of another ship known as the 
Walton. Then he became mate once more 
of yet another vessel, and disappeared from 
on board @uring a trip from New York to 
Buenos Ayres, being presumably washed 
overboard, although nothing positive is 
known about the matter.
